We  wish  all  of  you  could  have  been  back  on  the  campus  to  witness 
I  the  arrival  of  the  freshmen  and  the  return  of  upperclassmen  in 
September.  It  would  have  called  up  fond  memories  of  your  own 
college  days.  These  have  been  busy  days  with  782  students,  more 
than  250  of  them  beginning  their  first  year  at  Lenoir  Rhyne,  settling 
into  the  full  college  program  and  making  the  adjustments  so  es- 
1    sential  at  the  opening  of  the  session. 

We  are  happy  over  the  number  and  calibre  of  our  students  in  a 
year  when  the  enrollment  at  many  colleges  has  suffered  a  sharp 
cut.  Many  factors  have  combined  to  bring  it  about.  Not  the  least 
of  these  is  the  influence  of  our  alumni  in  their  opportunities  to  in- 
terest high  school  seniors  in  Lenoir  Rhyne  College.  Another  is  the 
effort  of  pastors  and  congregations  of  the  North  Carolina  Synod  to 
lirect  their  young  people  to  the  institution  of  their  church.  A  third  strong  factor  is 
;he  way  our  present  students  boost  their  college  wherever  they  go.  These  are  some 
najor  reasons  why  Lenoir  Rhyne's  enrollment  is  only  forty-three  lower  than  a  year 
igo  and  fifty-nine  higher  than  at  the  close  of  the  last  session.. 

The  military  needs  of  the  nation  and  the  mobilization  program  will  encroach  in- 
creasingly upon  college  enrollments  through  the  months  ahead.  Next  year  will  be 
jven  more  crucial  for  our  liberal  arts  colleges  than  this  year.  The  support  from  all 
hree  sources  will  be  even  more  important  in  the  days  ahead — alumni,  the  churches 
)f  the  synod,  and  the  student  body.  Don't  miss  a  chance  to  commend  your  alma  mater 
;o  the  youth  of  your  acquaintance  who  are  planning  for  college. 

The  loyalty  of  Lenoir  Rhyne  alumni  is  manifested  also  in  the  response  many  of  you 
lave  already  made  to  the  recently  launched  Loyalty  Fund.  One  of  the  objectives  of 
he  Fund  is  to  resurface  and  install  concrete  curb  and  gutter  on  the  cross-campus 
Iriveway  in  front  of  the  men's  dormitories.  I  cannot  think  of  any  one  project  which 
vill  do  more  to  improve  and  beautify  our  campus.  We  hope  that  contributions  will  be 
idequate  for  us  to  proceed  with  this  work  next  spring,  as  early  as  the  weather  will 
permit. 

As  an  additional  phase  of  the  same  project,  we  expect  the  City  of  Hickory  to  cooper- 
ite  with  the  College  in  widening  the  street  in  front  of  the  Dining  Hall  and  laying  curb 
md  gutter.  The  improvement  of  this  street  and  the  cross-campus  driveway  will  have 
nore  than  aesthetic  value,  for  it  will  solve  the  parking  problem  of  the  large  number 
)f  students  who  commute  and  of  the  crowds  who  visit  the  college  on  special  occasions. 

There  are  many  more  aspects  of  our  program  about  which  you  would  like  to  hear 
tnd  I  would  like  to  write.  Some  will  find  place  in  subsequent  bulletins  and  we'll  be 
ooking  for  other  opportunities  also  to  inform  you  of  activities  and  plans  at  Lenoir 
ilhyne. 

A  hearty  welcome  awaits  you  on  the  campus  at  any  time  and  especially  do  we  want 
rou  here  for  a  big  Homecoming  on  Saturday,  November  third.

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LRC  Opens  Sixty-first  Session

782  REGISTER 

FROM  16  STATES 

A  total  of  782  students  registered  at  Le- 
noir Rhyne  college  for  the  sixty-first  an- 
nual winter  session  which  formally  opened 
Friday,  September  14. 

Special  opening  services  in  the  college 
church  were  observed  Friday  morning 
during  the  daily  chapel  period  conducted 
by  President  Voigt  R.  Cromer.  Classes, 
social  activities,  athletics  and  all  extra- 
curricular activities  connected  with  the 
college  program  theoretically  began  at 
eight  o'clock  the  same  morning. 

The  enrollment  this  year  is  both  above 
and  below  last  years  registration.  First 
semester  enrollment  last  year  was  825; 
second  semester,  746. 

Number  of  seniors  at  the  college  this 
year  dropped  forty-three  below  last  year, 
while  the  freshman  enrollment  is  fifteen 
less.  The  two  middle  classes  remained  ap- 
proximately the  same. 

A  class  breakdown  this  year  (with  num- 
ber last  year  in  parenthesis)   is  as  follows: 

Seniors,  141  (184);  Juniors,  141  (141); 
Sophomores,  193  (195) ;  and  Freshmen,  231 
(246). 

Additional  registrations  included  thirty - 
three  one-year  commercial  students,  fif- 
teen special  students  and  twenty  Saturday 
school  students. 

Hickory  leads  by  far  with  the  number 
of  students  this  year — 177.  The  next  near- 
est competitor  is  Lenoir  with  44  students. 

Seventeen  other  North  Carolina  towns 
claim  ten  or  more  students  at  the  college: 
Newton,  29;  Concord,  19;  Granite  Falls,  19; 
Morganton,  18,  Gastonia,  16;  Kannapolis, 
16;  Salisbury,  15;  Valdese,  14;  Lincolnton, 
13;  Taylorsville,  12;  Vale,  12;  Charlotte,  11; 
Bessemer  City,  10;  Conover,  10;  Dallas,  10; 
Hiddenite,  10;  and  Maiden,  10. 

The  remaining  200  students  from  North 
Carolina  represent  82  communities  and 
townships.

TURKEY  HOLIDAYS 
SHORT  THIS  YEAR 

Only  one  change  in  the  Lenoir  Rhyne 
college  calendar  was  made  for  the  current 
sixty-first  annual  winter  session,  accord- 
ing to  the  schedule  announced  for  the  year 
in  September. 

Thanksgiving  holidays  at  the  Lutheran 
school  this  year  have  been  decreased  from 
three  to  one.  Students  will  have  off  only 
Thanksgiving  Day,  day  of  the  classic  Le- 
noir Rhyne-Catawba  football  game  at 
Hickory;  in  former  years,  the  holiday 
period  ran  from  Wednesday  afternoon  to 
the  following  Monday   morning. 

This  constituted  the  only  major  change 
in  the  college  calendar.  Other  vacation 
periods  this  year  run  from  Saturday,  De- 
cember 15  to  Wednesday,  January  2  for 
Christmas;  and  from  Thursday,  April  10, 
to  Tuesday,  April  15,  for  Easter. 

Two  dates  on  the  calendar  when  the 
campus  will  be  dressed  particularly  for 
alumni  will  be  November  3  and  May  31, 
both  Saturdays.  November  3  is  the  date 
set  for  the  annual  Lenoir  Rhyne  Home- 
coming when  the  Lenoir  Rhyne  Bears 
meet  the  Guilford  Quakers. 

The  spring  date  is  Alumni  Day  at  the 
college  when  the  Alumni  association  holds 
its  annual  business  session,  luncheon  and 
five-year  class  reunions. 

Commencement  exercises  in  1952  will 
begin  on  Thursday,  May  29,  and  conclude 
with  the  conferring  of  degrees  on  Monday, 
June   2. 

Classes  officially  began  at  Lenoir  Rhyne 
on  Friday,  September  14.  The  first  quar- 
ter ends  on  Saturday,  November  10,  and 
first  semester  examinations  will  be  given 
January  19  to  26,  1952. 

Second  semester  classes  will  begin  Mon- 
day, January  28,  and  the  third  quarter 
will  end  on  Saturday,  March  29.  Final 
examinations  of  the  winter  session  will  be 
given  from  May  23  to  30. 
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Summer  Brings 
Campus  Improvements 

Students  returning  to  Lenoir  Rhyne  col- 
lege this  fall  were  confronted  with  several 
changes  and  improvements  on  the  Luth- 
eran ctmpus. 

Most  imposing  of  the  additions  is  the 
new  $250,000  St.  Andrews  Lutheran  (col- 
lege) church  on  the  southern  corner  of  the 
campus  which  is  nearing  completion.  The 
church,  begun  in  June,  1950,  is  expected 
to  be  open  for  use  by  the  first  of  January, 
1S52. 

The  only  other  actual  addition  to  the 
campus  is  a  small  women's  dormitory, 
Oakview  cottage,  which  has  been  convert- 
ed from  the  Park  home,  located  east  of 
Mauney  hall.  Miss  Minnie  Lee  Peedin  is 
counselor  of  the  dormitory. 

Improvements  were  made  in  two  dormi- 
tories, Mauney  and  Highland,  during  the 
summer  months  by  college  workers.  High- 
land, oldest  building  on  the  campus,  re- 
ceived the  most  attention  with  sanded  and 
refinished  floors,  new  rubber  hall  mats, 
stair-steps  and  Venetian  blinds  on  the 
first  and  second  floors.  Some  flooring  in 
Mauney  hall  was  also  refinished  during 
the  summer. 

The  athletic  field  at  the  college  still  looks 
about  the  same,  despite  extensive  damage 
resulting  from  a  tornado-like  wind  early 
in  August.  The  football  press-box  was 
moved  onto  the  playing  field  and  the  base- 
ball grandstand  was  leveled  by  the  blast, 
but  both  have  been  replaced. 

The  new  press-box  is  constructed  of 
cement  blocks  and  contains  glass  paneling 
for  writers,  a  special  floor  for  photogra- 
phers, a  sound-proof  broadcasting  booth 
and  rest-room  facilities  for  the  public. 


Interest  Heightens 

In  Music  Groups 

Music,  always  a  student  favorite  extra- 
curricular at  Lenoir  Rhyne,  received  an 
unexpected  boost  this  year  as  almost  200 
students,  one-fourth  of  the  student  body, 
tried-out  for  various  positions  in  the  two 
major  music  organizations. 

Positions  in  the  college  a  cappella  choir 
became  a  premium  at  the  opening  of  the 
school  year.  The  choir,  limited  to  sixty- 
two  voices  and  with  only  fourteen  vacan- 
cies, was  flooded  with  requests  for  en- 
trance as  sixty-four  students  tried-out  for 
the  vacancies.  Twenty-eight  women  stu- 
dents competed  for  six  vacancies  in  the 
soprano  section,  Director  Kenneth  B.  Lee, 
reported. 

The  college  band,  entering  its  fifth  year 
since  reorganization  under  Director  Robin 
F.  Gatwood,  was  also  boosted  in  member- 
ship. Theoretically  unlimited  in  member- 
ship, the  group  was  able  to  accommodate 
all  of  the  twenty -three  new  students  who 
tried-out. 

The  result  left  the  band  with  its  largest 
membership  in  history.  Fifty-two  pieces 
were  presented  in  the  band  marching  de- 
but at  Davidson  college  September  22,  and 
fifty-six  players  were  fielded  at  the  Le- 
noir Rhyne-Newberry  game  in  Hickory 
September  29. 

Total  membership  is  expected  to  reach 
seventy  before  the  end  of  the  semester, 
excluding  drum  major,  majorettes  and  col- 
or guard. 

Result  of  the  flood  of  requests  for  choir 

membership  was  the  organization  of  a  new 

and     smaller    women's     chorus.     Twenty -

The  dramatics  association  on  the  cam- 
pus, the  Playmakers,  looked  over  their 
prospects  at  their  initial  meeting  of  the 
year  September  24,  while  also  receiving 
eleven  new  students  into  the  group.

BEARS  ROMP  HIGH,  WIDE  AND  HANDSOME 


Once  again  Lenoir  Rhyne's  footballing 
Bears  loom  as  one  of  the  top  contenders 
for  the  '51  North  State  Conference  crown. 
The  Bruins  rolled  to  their  best  season  in 
history  last  Fall  with  eight  wins  in  ten 
starts  and  set  the  modern  scoring  record 
with  271  points. 

But  the  '51  version  of  the  Bears  got  off 
to  an  even  better  start  than  last  year's 
nifty  outfit  which  could  only  break  even 
in  its  first  four  battles.  Coach  Clarence 
Stasavich's  charges,  with  their  heads  set 
to  do  even  better  than  last  time  out,  ex- 
ploded to  a  fast  start. 

The  Bruins  opened  the  campaign  by 
waltzing  to  a  28-0  victory  over  Erskine  at 
Greenwood,  S.  C,  in  the  rain  and  mud. 
Though  the  score  was  decisively  in  favor 
of  Lenoir  Rhyne,  the  doughty  Bears  suf- 


fered several  injuries  which  were  to  linger 
on  and  hamper  key  men  throughout  the 
early  part  of  the  season. 

With  the  rain  pouring  down  in  torrents 
the  following  week,  the  ambitious  LR  crew 
moved  on  down  to  Davidson  and  what  was 
termed  the  biggest  test  of  the  season  for 
the  Lutherans.  With  what  was  reputed  to 
be  their  "best  team  in  years,"  the  Wildcats 
rated  the  favorite's  role  but  not  for  long! 
Scatback  Jerry  Robinson  zoomed  the 
opening  kickoff  back  90  yards  for  a  touch- 
down and  when  the  sloshy  tussle  was  over 
Lenoir  Rhyne  had  clipped  the  'Cats,  21-7. 

Opening  up  the  home  season  against  the 
Indians  of  Newberry  on  September  29,  the 
Bears  showed  the  home  folks  how  to  do  it 
by  tripping  the  Redskins,  21-0,  on  their 
first  dry  field  of  the  year.     With  the  ex- 
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ception  of  the  Tampa  University  skirmish 
in  Tampa  on  October  13,  the  Bears  were 
now  ready  to  wade  headlong  into  actual 
North  State  warfare  against  Appalachian, 
Western  Carolina,  East  Carolina,  Guilford, 
Elon,  and  Catawba. 

Gene  and  Jerry  Robinson,  two  of  the 
most  dazzling  break-away  runners  the 
North  State  has  ever  witnessed,  were  the 
outstanding  individual  stars  as  the  Bears 
romped  to  their  first  three  triumphs.  Gene 
picked  up  a  pair  of  tallies  at  Erskine,  while 
Jerry  countered  with  a  brace  against 
Davidson.  Neither  twin  crossed  the  goal 
line  against  Newberry,  but  they  both 
turned  in  sparkling  performances. 

But  the  fellow  behind  it  all,  the  man 
who  doesn't  make  headlines  'cause  he 
doesn't  make  a  habit  of  handling  the  ball, 
is  cool-headed  quarterback  Jim  Garrett. 
Garrett  directs  the  Bears  masterfully  on 
the  field,  yet  he  still  finds  time  to  be  one 
of  the  best  blocking-backs  at  Lenoir 
Rhyne  in  quite  a  few  years. 

Tailback  Bill  ''Shorty"  Crook,  though 
hounded  by  a  knee  injury,  has  taken  over 
the  empty  shoes  of  departed  C.  A.  Frye  in 
a  superb  manner.  Crook  is  an  excellent 
kicker  and  also  runs  and  passes  very  well. 
Bill  Robinette  alternates  with  Crook  at 
tail,  and  he,  too,  has  done  some  impressive 
running  and  passing. 

At  fullback,  bullish  Steve  Trudnak  con- 
tinues to  go  strong  when  able,  but  he 
folded  under  a  barrage  of  Erskine  tacklers, 
crumpled  again  at  Davidson,  and  has  seen 
only  very  limited  duty  since.  He  is  ex- 
pected to  be  back  in  there,  however,  near 
mid-season.  He's  the  man  who  boots  the 
extra  points. 

Co-Captains  Jimmie  "Bull"  Newsome 
and  Al  Archibald  are  the  stalwarts  in  the 
defensive  and  offensive  forward  walls. 
Newsome's  help  has  come  from  linebackers 
Sid  Wilson  and  Bill  Watts,  tackles  Richard 
Saine  and  Mac  McCanless,  guards  Richard 
Saine,  Bob  Mauser,  and  "Baby"  Ray,  and 
flankers  Charles  Harrill  and  Willard 
Brown.  Archie  derives  most  of  his  assis- 
tance from  guards  George  Robison  and 
Gene  Abercrombie,  tackle  Ted  Goins,  ends 
Giles  Setzer  and  Jim  Hummel,  and  pivot- 
man  Harold  Egelsky.

$15,000  GOAL 


Alumni  Rally  Behind  New  Loyalty 
Fund  ~  $2,172  Raised  to  Date 


A  total  of  $2,172.00  in  cash  and  pledges 
had  been  mailed  into  the  Alumni  office  by 
Lenoir  Rhyne  alumni  for  the  new  Lenoir 
Rhyne  College  Loyalty  Fund  on  the  date 
of  this  printing,  according  to  Earl  L. 
Aiken,   alumni  executive   secretary. 

The  amount  is  the  result  of  slightly  more 
than  one  month  of  campaigning  to  raise 
$15,000  by  May  31,  1951,  date  for  the  an- 
nual Alumni  Day  at  Lenoir  Rhyne. 

The  total  amount  is  expected  to  be  dis- 
tributed in  the  following  proportions: 
$4,500  for  operating  expenses  of  the  Alum- 
ni association;  $5,000  for  a  campus  im- 
provement (paving  and  putting  concrete 
curb  on  the  driveway  in  front  of  the  men's 
dormitories) ;  and  $5,500  for  a  scholarship 
fund  for  the  first  year. 

Joe  Moretz,  popular  Hickory  furniture 
manufacturer,  accepted  chairmanship  of 
the  Loyalty  Fund  directing  committee  at 
the  initial  meeting  of  the  committee  in 
June. 

Other  members  are  Mrs.  E.  W.  Riden- 
hour  of  Statesville,  Elwood  Walton,  Jr.,  of 
Hickory,  Brown  McAllister  of  Concord, 
and  D.  H.  (Buck)  Mauney,  Jr.,  of  Lincoln- 
ton. 

The  committee  is  working  in  cooperation 
with  the  president  of  the  college  and  the 
executive  secretary  of  the  alumni  associa- 
tion to  devise  plans  and  procedures  to  be 
followed  in  the  promotion  of  the  Loyalty 
Fund. 

The  Loyalty  Fund  was  officially  set  up 
when  members  of  the  alumni  association 
unanimously  adopted  the  recommenda- 
tions   of   the    executive    committee    at   the 


annual   meeting  of  the   association  at  the 
college  Saturday,  June  2. 
The  recommendations  read  as  follows: 

1.  That  the  Living  Endowment  Program 
authorized  and  established  by  the  board 
in  its  action  May  11,  1945,  and  actively 
promoted  for  several  years  to  the  advant- 
age of  the  college,  be  now  reactivated  un- 
der a  slightly  modified  program  to  be 
known  as  the  Lenoir  Rhyne  College 
Loyalty  Fund. 

2.  That  the  general  purposes  and  ob- 
jective of  the  Lenoir  Rhyne  College  Loy- 
alty Fund  shall  be  the  same  as  those  of 
the  Living  Endowment,  with  the  excep- 
tion that  the  idea  of  contributing  the 
equivalent  of  interest  income  on  a  certain 
amount  of  fixed  endowment  shall  be  dis- 
continued. 

3.  That  the  Lenoir  Rhyne  College 
Loyalty  Fund  shall  be  sponsored  by  the 
alumni  association  of  the  college  and  pro- 
moted through  its  chapters  and  other 
media. 

4.  That  a  nominal  amount  of  each  con- 
tribution received  from  alumni  and  former 
students,  approximately  $3.00,  shall  be 
used  for  the  operation  of  the  alumni  pro- 
gram and  the  maintenance  of  the  office. 

5.  That  contributors  shall  have  the  pri- 
vilege of  designating  their  contributions 
(in  excess  of  the  amount  in  item  four)  for 
the  general  budget  of  the  college,  for 
scholarship  awards  or  for  other  purposes 
according  to  such  system  that  may  be 
devised  by  the  administration.

A  LETTER  TO  DR.  CROMER 


"Yesterday  was  a  hot  and  sultry  day  in 
Hagoya",  begin  Harold  and  Miriam  Deal, 
missionaries  to  Japan,  in  reporting  their 
recent  unexpected  and  indirect  contact 
with  their  Alma  Mater. 

The  couple,  the  letter  to  Lenoir  Rhyne 
President  Voigt  R.  Cromer  explained,  had 
just  sat  down  to  eat  and  dialed  their  radio 
to  the  frequency  of  the  Armed  Forces 
Radio  Service,  Osaka-Nagoya  station. 

"As  is  often  true  of  us  moderns",  they 
continued,  "who  have  been  brought  up 
with  the  radio  in  the  background  of  all  our 
living,  we  were  merely  conscious  that  some 
program  of  popular  music  was  being  aired. 

"But  then  suddenly  the  music  struck  our 
ears  as  being  amazingly  familiar.  No,  it 
couldn't  be  that  we  were  hearing  the 
strains   of  Tair  Star  of  Caroline'   in  this 


place  more  than  nine  thousand  miles  away! 
we  both  stopped  eating  and  I  bounded 
across  the  room  to  turn  up  the  music. 

"And  then  we  realized  that  the  program 
was  the  Vaughn  Monroe  Caravan,  and  that 
the  music  we  were  hearing  was  really  our 
'Alma  Mater'. 

"Our  hearts  thrilled  within  us  as  we 
sang  with  the  chorus  those  words  which 
had  not  passed  our  lips  since  1947.  Warm 
memories  of  days  on  the  campus  flooded 
across  our  minds,  and  we  momentarily 
forget  the  barriers  of  time  and  distance." 

This  letter,  written  September  2,  was  the 
latest  and  among  the  more  enthusiastic 
responses  received  by  the  college  follow- 
ing the  salute  to  Lenoir  Rhyne  by  the
